HMCS Athabaskan is 
docked about one mile off 
of Leogane, while HMCS 
Halifax is docked near 
Jacmel, a town that was 
cut off from the rest of the 
country since the devastat¬ 
ing earthquake. 

Roberts said 78 crew 
members from HMCS Hali¬ 
fax cleared a Jacmel road 
yesterday to allow heavy 
equipment into town and 
also began working to do 
the same at the airport. 


“Veiy well,” Roberts said 
when asked how the sol¬ 
diers have been received by 
the Haiti people. “There 
have been no concerns with 
the crew. They understand 
we’re there to help. They’ve 
been very welcoming.” 

HMCS Halifax and HMCS 
Athabaskan pulled away 
from the Halifax dock¬ 
yards last Thursday. The 
ships are scheduled to re¬ 
main in Haiti for at least a 
month, meaning a lot of 
long days and hard work 
ahead for the crew mem¬ 
bers.

Halifax Regional Police say 
a verbal dispute turned in¬ 
to a small crime spree ear¬ 
ly yesterday morning at 
Menz Bar on Gottingen 
Street. 

Two male suspects have 
been arrested and charged 
with committing five rob¬ 
beries in under 15 minutes. 

Police allege two patrons 
of Menz Bar initially got in¬ 
to an argument with anoth¬ 
er man and ended up as¬ 
saulting him in the wash¬ 
room of the bar just after 
midnight. 

The suspects then al¬ 
legedly robbed two other 
men at lcnife-point inside 
the bar, and at some point 
one of the men allegedly 
exposed himself. 

The suspects then left the 
bar, but things were far 
from over, police say. 

“A friend of the initial vic¬ 
tim followed the (suspects) 
outside and then a friend of 
that person’s followed 
them to try to get them to 
come back inside,” said po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Bri¬ 
an Palmeter. “They were 
confronted by the two ac¬ 
cused outside.” 

Police allege the suspects 
then robbed the two men 


who followed them out¬ 
side, as well as one other 
person nearby — in total 
two men and one woman. 

They then fled on foot, 
but didn’t get far. A police 
station is located just a few 
minutes walk from the bar 
and officers were on scene 
“within seconds.” After a 
brief foot pursuit, police 
say they managed to appre¬ 


hend both suspects. 

All of the stolen property 
was recovered. 

Jason Boudreau, 25, of 
Halifax is charged with five 
counts of robbery, assault, 
breach of probation and 
possession of a weapon. 
Brandon Upshaw, 32, of 
Windsor is charged with 
five counts of robbery, as¬ 
sault and performing an in¬ 


decent act. 

The two were arraigned 
in Halifax provincial court 
yesterday and were re¬ 
manded into custody. They 
will appear in court today 
for a bail hearing. 

Only one man was hurt. 
He was taken to the QEII

with non-life-threatening 
facial injuries.

RCMP leaving Wagmatcook 

Cape Breton police to take over, but still no inquiry into shooting

RCMP will no longer 
handle policing at the 
Wagmatcook First Nation 
reserve in Cape Breton, 
but band council still 
hasn’t gotten the public 
inquiry they’ve been 
seeking into the death 
of John Simon. 

Nine band representa¬ 
tives travelled to Halifax 
yesterday to meet with Jus¬ 
tice Minister Ross Landry 
and struck a deal to have 
Cape Breton Regional Po¬ 
lice take over policing du¬ 
ties. 

“There’s no trust in the 
community right now with 
the RCMP,” said band chief 
of operations Brian Ar¬ 


buthnot after the meeting. 

“Council is concerned 
about the safety of RCMP 
officers in 
the commu¬ 
nity and it 
was felt be¬ 
cause we 
had the op¬ 
tion of go¬ 
ing to CBRM 
police that 
it was a bet¬ 
ter option.” 

The move 
is fallout from the Dec. 3, 
2008 shooting of Simon, 
44, by an RCMP officer. 

An internal report ab¬ 
solved the officer of wrong¬ 
doing. 

Band members have 
been highly critical of the 
report, believing there 
may be a conflict of inter¬ 


est, and have demanded a 
public inquiry. The 
province has said that’s 
premature until the band 
has had a chance to read 
the report. 

But Wagmatcook is wait¬ 
ing on a freedom of infor¬ 
mation request to the fed¬ 
eral government to get 
their hands on it. Even 
then, Arbuthnot doubts it 
will be enough. 

“We’re not optimistic 
we’re going to be getting a 
complete report. We’re go¬ 
ing to be getting a sani¬ 
tized, edited version. Real¬ 
ly, to that end we’re not go¬ 


ing to have the full story,” 
he said. 

Freedom of information 
requests have been known 
to take months, but Landry 
said the province will be 
lobbying the federal gov¬ 
ernment to release it as 
soon as possible. 

Cape Breton Regional Po¬ 
lice will take over for the 
RCMP for at least three 
years, starting in April. It 
will cost the province and 
feds $623,000 per year 
jointly, up from $477,000. 
The increase is due to a 
staff increase of four per¬ 
son-years instead of three. 



D.C. experts to 
help select firm 
to design library 

consultants The munici¬ 
pality has hired a team of 
experts to help it choose 
the best company to 
design Halifax’s new Cen¬ 
tral Library. 

Several employees of 
Creative Class Group, a 
Washington, D.C.-based 
consulting firm, will pro¬ 
vide advice to Halifax Pub¬ 
lic Libraries staff as they 
work to select the 
architectural firm that will 
design the new building, 
said a release issued 
yesterday. Four firms are 
currently vying for the 
municipal contract. 

The selection committee 
is expected to make its de¬ 
cision within a few weeks. 
The chosen firm will then 
begin drawing up plans 
for the new library based 
on staff input and a series 
of public consultations, 
the release said. 

The Central Library, to 
be built on the corner of 
Queen Street and Spring 
Garden Road, is expected 
to cost around $55 million.

UN beefs up security in Haiti 

Security Council adds 3,500 more troops, police to earthquake relief 


Orphans readied for Netherlands 


The UN Security Council 
yesterday unanimously 
approved 3,500 extra 
troops and police officers 
to beef up security in Haiti 
and ensure that desperate¬ 
ly-needed aid gets to 
earthquake victims as the 
world body defended 
itself against criticism that 
millions still don't have 
food or water. 

A week after the magni¬ 
tude-7.0 quake struck, UN 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
Moon said the UN food 
agency distributed rations 
for nearly 200,000 people. It

three million to 3.5 million 
the UN says have been af¬ 
fected. Ban said the UN goal 
is to increase the number of 
people receiving food to 
one million this week and 
at least two million in the 
following two weeks. 

“The situation is over¬ 
whelming,” Ban told re¬ 
porters. 

But he said “initial diffi¬ 
culties and bottlenecks” in 
delivering relief items are 


• A charter plane heading to 
Haiti to pick up 109 children 
being adopted by Dutch fami¬ 
lies will reach Port-au-Prince 
today, the Dutch government 
said, as an adoption expert 
warned against hastily pluck¬ 
being overcome and UN re¬ 
lief operations “are gearing 
up quickly.”

Haven’t we learned any¬ 
thing about nature’s capaci¬ 
ty to kick the poor of the 
world in the teeth, and 
can’t we get there with 
food, water and rescue 
faster? Why does it always 
seem that the governments 
of the world have been tak¬ 
en by surprise, and it’s up to 
you and me to bail them 
out? Isn’t it time to change 
the script? 

I realize Haiti needs to be 
rebuilt from the ground up, 
but I wonder if we could do 
with fewer gowns and jew¬ 
els and more forethought 
and effective response.

Superstar aerialist prepares 
for last shot at Olympic gold 


quest Eight years ago, aeri¬ 
alist Steve Omischl had the 
physical tools to reach an 
Olympic podium but 
lacked the mental tough¬ 
ness. Four years later, Omis¬ 
chl was mentally strong but 
a serious foot injury cur¬ 
tailed his quest for an 
Olympic title. 

Now 31 and facing his fi¬ 
nal Winter Games, the na¬ 
tive of North Bay is of 
sound mind and body as he 
takes his final crack at the 
gold medal that has eluded 
him twice before. 

Omischl is a superstar in 
his sport, with a resume 
that includes four World 
Cup overall champi¬ 
onships, five Canadian ti¬ 
tles and 20 career World 
Cup victories. But it’s a pair 
of less impressive showings 
that stand out the most — 
Omischl placed 11th in his 
first Olympics in Salt Lake 
City in 2002, then slipped 
to 20th at the 2006 Games 
in Turin, Italy. 

Omischl admitted he did¬ 
n’t know what to expect as 
a 23-year-old making his 
first Games appearance. 

“I was overwhelmed at 
how big and flashy every- 
thingwas,” Omischl says in 
a recent interview. “Instead 
of competing in places 
where nobody really cares,

we have 20,000 people in 
the stands and there’s all 
this media attention. As a 
young kid, I definitely got 
caught up in the expecta¬ 
tion of it all, and I got away 
from remembering what 
got me there.” 

He suffered a plantar 
fasciitis injuiy in July 2005 
and was forced to miss sev¬ 
eral months of training, 
and entered the Turin 
Olympics completely out of 
his comfort zone.

Venues get final touch up

Organizers of the 2010 
Games are hurrying hard 
to ensure venues look 
and feel like Olympic 
sites and that issues — in¬ 
cluding humidity from 
the coats of sopping wet 
spectators — don’t affect 
athletes’ performances. 

Jan Damnavits, VANOC’s 
director of city venues, 
said the Richmond 
Olympic Oval and the Van¬ 
couver Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Centre, home of 
long-track speedskating 
and curling, respectively, 
are in a three-to-four-weelc 
“fit out” stage of prepara¬ 
tion. 

Tents and fences are be¬ 
ing put up and security 
perimeters are being estab¬ 
lished. The bright green 
and blue Vancouver 2010 
graphics are being plas¬ 
tered on fences and build¬ 
ings. 

“We’re on plan,” 
Damnavits said yesterday 
during a tour of the two 
venues. 

“The Games are coming 
on the 12th and the venues 
have to open. It’s not an 
option to wait until the 
13th.” 

The Richmond Olympic 
Oval, which will hold 7,600

spectators, will have 57 
temporary tents, 23 trail¬ 
ers and 75 portable toilets. 

More than 30 kilometres 
of cable is being installed 
for broadcast lighting. 

Large white tents were 
also used to create a dou¬ 
ble-door to keep humidity 
in the Oval low. 

Inside, the large river¬ 
facing windows have been 
plastered with green-and- 


blue images of speed 
skaters. 

Mark Messer, the Oval’s 
ice expert, said the ice- 
malcing process began 
about a week ago with the 
cleaning of the building 
and the gradual cooling of 
the concrete slab. 

The first coat of ice was 
applied and the ice was 
painted with Vancouver 
2010 and the Olympic mot¬ 
to: With Glowing Hearts. 

The Vancouver Olympic 
and Paralympic Centre, 
which will hold 5,600 spec¬ 
tators and will be the 
largest curling venue in 
the history of the Games, 
will use 26 tents to form a 
covered concourse for 
spectators. 

“The outside environ¬ 
ment can have a very posi¬ 
tive or negative impact on 
the field of play,” said Neil 
Houston, manager of curl¬ 


ing during the Games. 

“The major challenge at 
this point is that we 
haven’t had 6,000 people 
and pouring rain to test it 
out fully.” 

Water evaporating be¬ 
cause of body heat from 
the clothes of thousands of 
drenched fans could raise 
humidity in the building, 
he said. It could cause frost 
on the ice and could im¬ 
pact the way the stones re¬ 
spond. 

GM Place, which will be¬ 
come Canada Hockey Place 
during the Games, will not 
begin its formal “fit-out” 
process until after Jan. 27, 
the date of the final Van¬ 
couver Canucks home 
game until March. 

Damnavits said the 
process at GM Place will be 
very short and will have to 
be completed in a week 
and a half at the most. 


Olympics in brief 


STADIUM A small flood at B.C. 
Place Stadium won’t dampen 
the excitement of the Olympic 
opening ceremonies, officials 
said yesterday. Water poured 
through the stadium's aging 
roof last week causing a minor 
flood. That raised concerns the

“When I flew by them, I 
cracked a beer,” Black 
laughs. Check out mush- 
maritimes.fyweb.com for 
details or go to crownjew- 
elresort.com to learn about 
traditional dog sledding in 
Cape Breton. 

A more sedate ride can 


be had just outside of the 
city at Hatfield Farm, 
which offers horse-drawn 
sleigh rides (hatfield- 
farm.com).

Winter camping isn't for 
everyone. But for those 
who enjoy nature and 
don't mind some 
potentially chilly tempera¬ 
tures, it can be quite the 
experience. 

There are a number of 
places to tiy winter camp¬ 
ing in Nova Scotia. 

Bear Falls Wilderness of¬ 
fers camping year-round. 
Located in Bangs Falls 
(about 25 minutes away 
from Bridgewater), it is a 
200-acre site with close to 
three kilometres of river 
frontage of the Medway 
River. 


“The river and the falls 
are particularly beautiful,” 
says co-owner Carl Shan¬ 
non. “People come here 
and they regularly say, ‘It’s 
magical.’ We’re back a kilo¬ 
metre off the road. There 
are huge big old growth 
hemlocks ... It’s a pristine, 
pretty amazing area.” 

Kejimkujilc National 
Park is also open year- 
round for camping. Plus, 
you can hike, cross-coun¬ 
try ski and even snowshoe. 
And if Mother Nature pro¬ 
vides the snow, the Big 
Dam-Flowing Waters Trail 
and the Peslcoweslc Trail 
are conditioned every Fri¬ 
day and Saturday from Jan¬ 
uary through March. 

The Cape Breton High¬ 


lands National Park also of¬ 
fers multiple winter camp¬ 
ing facilities. The Ingonish 
Campground and Cheti- 
camp Campground are ac¬ 


cessible by car, but the 
Black Brook Cross Country 
Ski area and Mary Ann 
Falls Shelter are accessible 
only by skis or snowshoes. 


But for those looking for 
a little more of an adven¬ 
ture, roughing it in the 
woods is a possibility. 

“Some people really dig 
it and enjoy it,” says 
Richard Black, a 31-year- 
old from Lake Echo. “You 
know, it’s like Cub Scouts. 
Be prepared. It’s fun to go 
out and kind of survive for 
a few days.” 

It’s now an annual tradi¬ 
tion for him and his 
friends, with the third trip 
set to take place this year 
once the ice is thick 
enough on Soldier Lake in 
Fall River. This trip will be 
a three-day one, whereas 
previous trips were two 
days. 

“We ski across the lake 


and it’s just all woods, 
there’s no civilization or 
anything like that,” says 
Black. He brings his cross- 
countiy skis along and his 
Siberian Husky Cali pulls 
him across the lake. 

The first day is spent 
crossing the lake, finding a 
suitable campsite, setting 
it up and gathering fire¬ 
wood. 

“It’s pretty peaceful,” he 
says of the overall experi¬ 
ence. 

But it isn’t always so re¬ 
laxing. 

“You do get the occasion¬ 
al plane flying overhead, 
which kind of ruins the 
mystique,” says Black of 
the nearby Halifax Stan¬ 
field International Airport.

Nova Scotians can shake 
off the winter blues with 
some “n’ice” reds and 
whites at next month’s 
third annual Nova Scotia 
Ice Wine Festival. 

Nine wineries are in¬ 
volved in more than 40 
events this year, says festi¬ 
val spokeswoman Chris¬ 
tine White. 

“There’s lots of outdoor 
activities, wine tours, wine 
tastings and dinners paired 
with Nova Scotia ice 
wines,” she says. 

Wolfville will act as the 
de facto capital for the festi¬ 
val, as most of the vine¬ 
yards lay around the Valley 
village. Local businesses are 
on board for Entice on Feb. 
6, when Wolfville will turn 
into a winter wonderland 
of snow and ice sculptures. 

Bold drinkers will have a 
chance to “freeze your ice 
off” at the Library Pub, 
White says, with an 11 a.m. 
polar-bear dip followed by 
a much more pleasant dip 
in the Pub’s rented hot tub 
and an afternoon spent 


sampling the region’s 
finest ice wines. 

Domaine de Grand Pre is 
hosting paint-can curling, 
which is exactly what it 
sounds like. 

“They’re creating a curl¬ 
ing rink right in the mid¬ 
dle of their winery,” White 
says, with the winning 
team donating the grand 
prize to their charity of 
choice. 

“Another new thing this 


year is the opportunity to 
win your own Nova Scotia 
wine cellar,” she adds. If you 
visit any participating win¬ 
ery during the festival, you 
can enter your name for a 
chance to win a selection of 
50 Nova Scotian wines. 

Ice wine, a sweet dessert 
beverage, may seem made 
for Nova Scotia’s icy win¬ 
ters, but Grand Pre’s Jurg 
Stutz says it was discov¬ 
ered by German monks 


200 years ago. It was for¬ 
gotten about before being 
rediscovered in Ontario in 
the 1970s. 

Stutz explains that you 
need frozen grapes to 
make ice wine, so the 
grapes must be harvested 
in temperatures below -8 
C. That means they are of¬ 
ten collected in the middle 
of the night, in the middle 
of the winter, when flood¬ 
lit fields yield the frozen- 


solid fruits, ensuring the 
“sweetest, highest” con¬ 
centration of juice you can 
get. As they warm, the sug¬ 
ar levels lower. 

When the perfect bal¬ 
ance is reached, the press¬ 
es are stopped and the 
juice selected for fermenta¬ 
tion. 


“It’s definitely some¬ 
thing very special. It’s very 
sweet,” Stutz says. “It’s 
very rich, very flavourful, 
very concentrated.” 

The Nova Scotia Ice 
Wine Festival runs from 
Feb. 4 to 14. Go to 
nsicewinefestival.ca for a 
list of events.

The In The Dead of Winter 
Music Festival has a simple 
objective. 

“The objective is to bring 
good music to a Halifax au¬ 
dience in the dead of win¬ 
ter, like when there’s not 
much going on,” says one 


of the festival’s organizers, 
Tanya Davis. “We want to 
bring quality program¬ 
ming and music for people 
to come out to in the slow, 
quiet months when it’s 
cold...” 

Now in its fifth year, the 
festival has grown from its 
humble beginnings at the 
Khyber Club as a three-day 
festival in 2006. 


“Generally, the biggest 
changes are that it has 
grown in size and aware¬ 
ness,” says Davis. “The fes¬ 
tival has grown in popular¬ 
ity. We have some people 
coming to watch the festi¬ 
val from as far away as 
Washington, D.C.”

usual for Collins to get a 
call on her cellphone 
from a student who needs 
the morning-after pill.

For mental health, they 
have psychiatrists and 
student counsellors to 
whom they refer students 
and psychologists are cov¬ 
ered under the health 
plan. “We’re very aware of 
mental health. This is the 
age of early psychosis,” 
she explains. “If some¬ 
body comes in who’s obvi¬ 
ously in a psychotic 
episode, we send them to 
the early psychosis pro¬ 
gram or the psych nurse 
at the local hospital.”

“If anybody 
comes by who has a sore 
throat or something ur¬ 
gent like a bladder infec¬ 
tion, we always fit them 
in.” 

The centre does blood 
work onsite, saving stu¬ 
dents a trip to the hospi¬ 
tal. It can also do minor 


surgeries like wart re¬ 
moval. The costs are in¬ 
cluded in the student 
health plan. That’s great 
news for international 
students, who otherwise 
would face a hefty bill and 
a long wait with a trip to 
the emergency room. 

The centre closes on the 
weekends, but it’s not un¬ 


water hockey and dodge 
ball. 

“Just having a Brock stu¬ 
dent card, they automati¬ 
cally get the use of our in¬ 
door track, all the gyms, 
our studios, the 
whirlpool, the pool, 
squash courts and out¬ 
door tennis courts,” Yur¬ 
incich says.

GMC Terrain: Rugged beauty

The 2010 GMC Terrain 
swaggers into the cute-ute 
arena with bulging fend¬ 
ers, chunky stance and a 
don’t-mess-with-me front 
grill. 

Yes, GMC’s take on the 
freshly-minted Chevrolet 
Equinox looks like it might 
eat your kids, but the 
ruggedly handsome Terrain 
is really more Rosedale 
than Rubicon, Which is a 
good thing. For its intended 
mission as a compact CUV 
to go up against such stal¬ 
warts as the Honda CR-V, 
Ford Escape and Toyota 
RAV4, this little Jimmy 
makes a pretty strong case. 

The Ingersoll, Ont.-built 
Terrain starts at $27,465 
for the base front-drive 
SLE-1 model with a 182 hp 
2.4L four-cylinder. My 
tester was the top trim SLT- 
2 front-drive four-cylinder 
variant with a base price of 
$34,400. All wheel drive 
adds $1355 to the upper 
trim levels (SLT-1 and SLT- 
2) or $1610 to the lower 
(SLE-1 and SLE-2). A 264 hp 
3.0L V6 is available for 
$2050 in the three upper 
trim levels. 

Like its bigger brother, 
the Lambda-platform GMC 
Acadia, the Terrain bene¬ 
fits from some fine dynam¬ 
ic tuning. The ride is com¬ 
pliant and refined, yet it al¬ 
so shows commendable 
poise on the B-road stuff. 
The variable assist raclc- 
and-pinion steering feels 
good too. 

On the highway, the Ter¬ 
rain SLT-2 makes for a re¬ 
laxed tourer. The eight-way

(the passenger makes do 
with two-way manual) and 
there’s surprisingly little 
wind or engine noise. Pe¬ 
rusing the spec sheet re¬ 
veals standard active noise 
cancellation in the four- 
cylinder models. 

The cabin design echoes 


the exterior with angular 
architecture featuring high 
quality materials and 
enough visual bling to 
keep things interesting. 
There’s plenty of well 
thought out storage, in¬ 
cluding a closed compart¬ 
ment under the centre 
armrest large enough for a 
laptop computer, and two- 
tier storage in the doors. 

Base Terrains come stan¬ 
dard with 17-inch alloy 
wheels, OnStar, Driver In¬ 
formation Centre, auto- 
dim rearview mirror with 
back up camera display, 
block heater and Stabili- 
tralc stability control. 

The upper three trim lev¬ 
els get Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity with voice recogni¬ 
tion, premium Pioneer 
sound with subwoofer and 
XM radio. Key SLT-2 fea¬ 


tures include leather, exte¬ 
rior chrome trim, sunroof, 
programmable powered 
lift gate, and rear park as¬ 
sist. 

On the plus side, it’s a 
smooth unit and returns 
the best fuel economy in 
this segment — 9.2L/100 
1cm city and 6.1L/100 1cm 
highway on regular fuel.

Who’s afraid of Tata Nano?

ata Nano fever has 
spread to North 
America. If you’re 
one of the inflicted 
we can only offer 
condolences. Because there 
is no vaccine, and only faint 
hope that this intriguing 
car will ever enter our 
midst. 

Nano was initially devel¬ 
oped for its home market of 
India, where the base vehi¬ 
cle sells for about 100,000 
rupees — roughly $2,250 
Cdn. 

But the concept of a sim¬ 
ple, small, no frills, inex¬ 
pensive, ultra fuel-efficient 
device is compelling to peo¬ 
ple all over the globe, par¬ 
ticularly these days, when 
there is a heightened em¬ 
phasis on efficient mobility, 
and a scary economy. 

Nano freaks here first 
perked up their ears when 
Tata went on record saying 
the company recognizes 
there is definitely a market 


for Nano in developed coun¬ 
tries. It subsequently un¬ 
veiled a European version at 
this year’s Geneva auto 
show, with a planned 
launch in 2011. 

And during auto show 
week in Detroit this month, 
an example of this Euro¬ 
pean Nano was proudly on 
display at the Detroit Sci¬ 
ence Center. Some took this 
as a sign that Nanos would 
be soon be consorting on 
our streets and highways. 


Tata is apparently mulling 
things over, but the odds 
are certainly stacked 
against its entry into our 
markets. 

For starters, to meet our 
safety standards and per¬ 
formance and convenience 
expectations, the Nano 
would have to be heavier 
and more powerful (than 35 
hp), and that means less fu¬ 
el efficiency and a higher 
sticker price, factors that 
would quickly dilute the pu¬ 


rity of its current com¬ 
pelling formula. We also 
have a terrible track record 
when it comes to the long¬ 
term acceptance of small, 
basic, inexpensive cars from 
far-flung lands. 

Remember how we treat¬ 
ed Skoda? Lada? Dacia? First 
we say, “Yeah, sure, come 
on over for coffee.” Then 
soon after, “Who invited 
you?” Small cars like Nano 
are also famous for having 
small profit margins. To 


make money on Nano, Tata 
will need to sell quite a lot 
of them. But Tata has very 
limited capacity at present 
and lots of debt, and here in 
North America its initial 
customers might only be 
the “hipsters” — those who 
chose products primarily 
for their ironic cache. 

And if there turns out to 
be a healthy market here 
for Nano and its ilk in the 
future, who is say it 
couldn’t be fulfilled by Toy¬ 
ota, Honda or Ford? If Toy¬ 
ota can build a $375,000 
Lexus LFA supercar and 
compete in FI, I’m pretty 
sure they can cobble togeth¬ 
er a Nano slayer. 

Finally, Mr. Tata noted he 
got inspired to create and 
build the Nano, after seeing 
entire families of six or sev¬ 
en riding together on little 
scooters. 

For those Indian families, 
a Tata Nano is obviously a 
safer and more practical al¬ 
ternative. But six or seven 
on a scooter is not a phe¬ 
nomenon you just see a lot 
of in this country, whether 
on Yonge Street in Toronto 
or on Highway 12 in 
Saskatchewan.

The most important safety 
feature on your vehicle is 
your tires. Only when they 
lose their grip do your anti- 
loclc brakes, stability con¬ 
trol and airbags start doing 
their job to protect you. 

Having too little air in 
your tires increases their 
rolling resistance, so you 
waste fuel. Too much air, 
and the tires wear unevenly 
and ride harshly. For best 
performance, check your 
tire pressure once a month. 

You can buy a gauge in 
the auto section of any ma¬ 
jor stores. Inexpensive ones 
are fine, and it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you get the “stick” 
type, or one with a dial. To 
find the recommended 
pressure, check the owner’s 
manual or the placard in¬ 
side the doorjamb. 

Check when the car’s 
been sitting for a few hours, 
or driven no more than two 
kilometres. Unscrew the lit¬ 
tle cap on the valve, and 
then press the gauge firmly 
onto the stem. It takes a bit 
of practice, and you’ll prob¬ 
ably let out some of the air 
before you get the hang of 
it. Then read the number on 
the gauge. 

If it’s too low, add some 
air, pressing the air hose 
onto the valve. If it’s too 
high, press on the little pin 
inside the tire valve with 
the tip of the gauge to re¬ 
lease air. Screw the cap 
back on and check the oth¬ 
ers. 

Worn tread is dangerous: 
the tire loses its grip, espe¬ 
cially on slippery roads. 
Look for “wear bars,” which 
are little rubber bars that 
run across the tread. 

On a new tire, they’re 
deep inside and can be hard 
to find, but if they’re visible 
close to the top of the tread, 
the tire needs replacement. 
You can also use a penny to 
check. Tuck it into the tread 
with the top of the Queen’s 
head facing down. If you 
can see any part of her head 
above her eyes, your tires 
are worn enough to com¬ 
promise handling.

Coke doc irks company 

Coca-Cola Case links soft-drink giant to human rights abuses

It seems that a documen¬ 
tary critical of soft-drink 
giant Coca-Cola has left a 
bitter taste with the com¬ 
pany. 

The multinational corpo¬ 
ration has told a university 
film network planning to 
screen The Coca-Cola Case 
in several cities that the 
movie contains inaccura¬ 
cies and violates a confi¬ 
dentiality agreement. 

The Montreal-based 
group, called Cinema Polit- 
ica, says Coke lawyers sent 
it a letter earlier this 
month issuing 
veiled legal a 
threats if it ^ 
proceeds 
with plans 
to host 

screenings 
in Canada, 
the United 

States and 

abroad. 

But the group’s program¬ 
mer, Ezra Winton, says 
they won’t back down, not¬ 
ing their own legal counsel 
has said they are within 
their rights to show the 
film. 

The Coca-Cola Case, co¬ 
produced by Argus Films of 
Montreal and the National 
Film Board of Canada, 
links Coca-Cola to human 
rights abuses and anti¬ 
union tactics in Colombia 
and Guatemala. 

In the letter to Cinema 
Politica provided by the 
group, Faith Gay of New 
York law firm Quinn 
Emanuel says “the Coca- 
Cola Company reserves all 
of its rights and remedies 
with regard to any future 
showing of the film.” 

Winton said The Coca- 
Cola Case would begin its 
tour as planned Monday 
night at Montreal’s Con¬

cordia University and con¬ 
tinue through March. Oth¬ 
er stops include Halifax, 
Fredericton, Toronto, 
Saskatoon, Lethbridge, Al¬ 
ta., Vancouver and Yel¬ 
lowknife. 

“We talked to the NFB, 
the distributor and the 
filmmakers and every¬ 
thing seemed fine and we 
had some legal advice that 
we’re in our rights to show 
the film, and so we’re go¬ 
ing ahead,” Win¬ 
ton said from 
Montreal. 

A spokes¬ 
woman 
for Coca- 
Cola 
said 
the 

compa¬ 
ny took is¬ 
sue with the 
film on several 
points. 

“The unfounded 
allegations made 
in the documen¬ 
tary have been re¬ 
viewed by multi¬ 
ple courts in 
Colombia and the 
United States, as 
well by the Inter¬ 
national Labor Or¬ 
ganization, and 
outside law firms 
— all concluding 
that the Coca-Cola 
bottler employees 
in Colombia enjoy 
extensive, normal 
relations with mul¬ 
tiple unions and are 
provided with safe 
working condi¬ 
tions there,” 

Kerry Kerr said 
Monday in an 
email. 

Winton said 
The Coca-Cola 
Case, directed 


by Carmen Garcia and Ger¬ 
man Gutierrez, screened 
without incident at the 
Montreal International 
Documentaiy Festival last 
November. 

He added that Coca-Co¬ 
la’s legal objections are 
drawing more publicity to 
the group’s planned 
screenings. 

“The amount of traffic 
onto the Coca-Cola tour 
page on the Cinema Politi¬ 
ca website is just mas¬ 


sive ... and the amount of 
activity on our Faceboolc 
group, the amount of 
emails, the amount of 
stuff online, blogs and 
elsewhere indicates to us 
that we’re going to have a 
big turnout,” Winton said. 

“It’s the most attention 
that we’ve ever got for any 
of the films that have 
screened throughout the 
network.”

decide whether a TV pro¬ 
ducer’s dealings with 
David Letterman were at¬ 
tempted blackmail or just 
hard-nosed business, a 
judge ruled Tuesday. 

Manhattan state Supreme 
Court Justice Charles 
Solomon refused to throw 
out an attempted grand 
larceny charge 
against the pro¬ 
ducer, Robert 
“Joe” Halder- 
man. The ruling 
puts the case 
on a path to¬ 
ward trial, 
which could 
bring testimo¬ 
ny from the 
Late Show host 
about events in 
his private life that 
have been pushed 
into public view. 

The case spurred 
Letterman to tell 
viewers in October 
that he had slept 
with women on his 
staff. 

Prosecutors say 
Halderman de¬ 
manded $2 million 
to keep quiet 
about the talk- 
show host’s af¬ 
fairs. Halderman 1 
says he was just 
offering Letter- 
man a chance to 
buy — and A 
keep private ^ 

— a thin- 
ly veiled 
screen¬ 
play 


about Letterman’s life. 

Whether Halderman’s 
conduct amounted to com¬ 
merce or crime “is a classic 
example of an issue that is 
best left for a trial juiy to de¬ 
cide,” Solomon wrote. 

The 52-year-old Halder¬ 
man, a producer for CBS’ 48 
Hours Mysteiy, could face 
up to 15 years in prison if 
convicted. A trial date could 
be set at his next court ap¬ 
pearance March 9. 

Defence lawyer Gerald 
Shargel said he was “per¬ 
fectly willing to put it in 
front of a trial juiy.” A Let¬ 
terman lawyer has said the 
comedian would willingly 
testify. 

Prosecutors say the finan¬ 
cially strapped Halderman 
threatened to ruin Letter- 
man’s reputation with in¬ 
formation he had gleaned 
from his then-girlfriend’s 
diaiy. It described her rela¬ 
tionship with Letterman, 
her boss, authorities said. 

Letterman married long¬ 
time girlfriend Regina 
Laslco last March. They be¬ 
gan dating in 1986 and have 
a six-year-old son. 

In subsequent meet¬ 
ings with another 
Letterman lawyer, 
T Halderman laid 
out his cover story 
of selling a screen¬ 
play — even insist¬ 
ing on drawing up a 
contract and 
L getting paid 
* by check in 
case of a tax 
I audit, prose¬ 
cutors said.

China pulls Avatar 2-D version from theatres 


film Chinese censors have 
ordered the 2-D version of 
Avatar pulled from screens 
across the countiy, appar¬ 
ently to reduce competi¬ 
tion for the homegrown 
film industry. 

The 3-D and IMAX ver¬ 
sions of James Cameron’s 
global hit will continue 
their run into Februaiy. 
But Saturday marks the 
end of the 2-D run of the 
science fiction epic, which 
also dramatizes the forced 
eviction of a people — a 
politically sensitive subject 


in China. 

China Film Group, the 
state-run domestic distrib¬ 
utor of the Hollywood 
blockbuster, has reported¬ 
ly ordered the move after 
receiving instructions 
from China’s censors. Re¬ 
peated calls to the distribu¬ 
tor’s spokesman Tuesday 
went unanswered. 

Reportedly, part of the 
reason is to reduce compe¬ 
tition for China’s home¬ 
grown films, like the state- 
backed biopic of Confu¬ 
cius, the ancient Chinese 


philosopher, which opens 
this Thursday. 

There is also sensitivity 
to the movie’s plot, which 
revolves around the forced 
evictions of the alien Na’vi 
race by humans — a stoiy 
line that some have said 
draws unflattering com¬ 
parisons to China’s own, 
often brutal removal of 
millions of residents to 
make way for property de¬ 
velopers.

Golden Kebabs 
with Zesty 
Mayonnaise 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 tsp (10 mL) turmeric 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

4 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en breasts 

3 nectarines, halved and 
pitted 

12 baby peppers, halved 
2 scallions, chopped 
Grated zest of 1/2 lemon 
6 3/4 tbsp (100 mL) mayon¬ 
naise 

1/3 cup (75 mL) plain low- 
fat yogurt 

lemon juice, to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Put olive oil in bowl. 
Add turmeric, garlic and 
seasoning. Cut each chick¬ 
en breast into six chunks, 
then add to mixture and 
toss to coat. Set aside. 

2. Preheat broiler to high. 
Cut each nectarine half in¬ 
to four wedges, for 24 
pieces in total. Thread 


chicken, nectarines and 
peppers onto eight metal 
skewers, nestling wedges 
of nectarine inside pepper 
halves and alternating 
with chicken chunks. Put 
kebabs into large, shallow, 
ovenproof dish. 

3. Broil kebabs 5 minutes 
per side. Chicken should 
be cooked through and 
peppers and edges of nec¬ 
tarines should be well 
browned, with charring in 
places. 

4. In small bowl, mix scal¬ 
lions and lemon zest with 
mayonnaise and yogurt, 
and add lemon juice to 
taste. Serve dollops of 
dressing beside kebabs.
